2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest art of 
record is considered the Wind Accents Kinetic Sculptures reference. This reference discloses the 
general inventive concept as that of the Applicant's. However, it is not possible to discern the 
coupling mechanism used to attach the bowls to the post mechanism. The Miller, US 4,030,451 
reference teaches the use of a T-shaped cylindrical collar with a threaded shaft. However, Miller 
does not disclose a plurality of internally threaded fasteners for engaging the externally threaded 
shaft. Miller only discloses a single internal threaded shaft thereby not meeting the limitation of 
a plurality. Further, one would have to use the Applicant's specification as a template to use the 
singular threaded connection and the T-shaped collar as disclosed by Miller in conjunction with 
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the Wind Accents device. It can be seen that the Miller reference teaches the use of a set screw 
(54) to maintain the cover in place whereas the claim limitation states that it is the threaded shaft 
and internally threaded fasteners which maintain each of the bowl members in position.
